The capital stock tax is assessed 
against each corporation for the pri- 
vilege of “doing business” for the year 
from July 1, 1920, to June 30, 1921, 
but the tax is computed upon a fair 
valuation of the capital stock of the 
company as shown by its accounts on 
the last business day before July 1. 
4920. 

The amount of capital Steck tax 
eolicctions for the -current- year- is 
far in excess of collections made in 
@ny other previous year in the his- 
tory cf the San Francisco office, and is 
taken as an indication of the flour- 
ishing condition of most of the cor- 
porations in Northern California. 

Collector Wardell in discussing the 
increase in capital stock collected, 
said: ! 

“One reason for the increase is the 
different method of computing the tax. 
from that adopted in previous col- | 
lecting periods. In normal years the 
fair value of a corporation’s capital 
' stock was revealed by its book of ac- 
counts—that is, its assets less its lia- 
bilities—giving practically the net 
worth of the corporation. 

; “The large, I may say tremendous, 
earnings of nearly every commercial 
corporation for the past five years, 
the nét yearly increase of which are 
disproportionate to the amount of the 
capital employed in the business, has 
led to what is known as capitalizing | 
the yearly average income for the} 
purpose of computing the tax.” _—_| 
| It is pointed out by the collector 
that more than seven thousand cor- 
| porations in this district escape the 
‘tax because their capital stock is val- | 
aed at less than $5,000, or because 
of their being charitable or co-oper-, 
ative organizations. The figures also 
exclude a number of the largest cor- 
porations ,operating in this district 
which make-their returns in other in- 
ternal revenue collection districts.
